The experimental application of an 
irrigation project of the government 
reclamation service—one which, should 
It prove its worth in the one Instance, 
will be of lm{>ortance to the rich, but 
as y et unfertile valley s of the great 
plains—will be possible near Garden 
City , Kan., next spring, according to 
the estimates of the engineers in 
charge of the work , say s a Garden 
City correspondent of the Kansas City 
Star. 
To reclaim the abundant acreage of 
thl3 section of Kansas, unproductive 
thsough the lack of water at the very 
season w hen moisture Is most essential 
to the raising of the crops, the govern­ 
ment is now arranging for the installa­ 
tion of a complex sy stem of pumps and 
wells destined to supply from subter- 
raueau springs aud streams in excess 
of 10,000,000,000 gallons of water for 
the Irrigation of the adjacent country 
each season. 
Sine© the early day s of Kansas this 
western section had Item considered 
next to worthless aud barren because 
of this very lack of water, which It Is 
now planned to overcome by tapping 
the supply w hich is found in the grav 
el deposits under the great plains at 
no great depth. 
The original settlers 
of the lands lu Kansas found that they 
had tak en up claims not worth their 
pains. 
They returned east or south 
whence they had come. 
Their mort­ 
gages lapsed, aud small and large cap­ 
italists as far away as New England 
found themselves Interested In arid 
Kansas prairie which held fortli not 
even the most vague^ promise of fu­ 
ture fecundity . 
The land had lain In 
disuse aud disrepute through decades 
until the development of the sugar 
beet industry with the aid of Irriga­ 
tion, some y ears ago, again drew at­ 
tention to the practically deserted sec­ 
tion. 
Now’ the government purposes, by 
tapping these hidden streams of much 
needed moisture, pumping It to the sur­ 
face and spreading out over great 
areas, to transform what was discard­ 
ed of the first settlers Into n new land 
of desire for the" farmer of the west. 
Naturally a good deal of public Inter­ 
est In mtfny sections of the country 
attaches itself to the success or failure 
of the projected work , more so in view 
of the eastern held mortgages and the 
probability of the application of similar 
methods In other localities in the event 
of the successful operation of the Gar­ 
den City scheme. 
The reclamation service plans to 
utilize some of the water In the Ar­ 
k ansas valley , and Its plans are unique 
and unusual. 
To bring the water to 
the surface a series of wells has l» een 
bored, the aggregate length of which Is 
more than four miles, and pumps 
which were purchased from Buffalo 
are to be installed. 
The project will 
have 230 wells, 
vary ing 
In depth 
from 40 to 300 feet and sunk In groups 
of ten wells, with one pump Installed 
for each group. These wells vary from 
twelve to fifteen Inches In diameter, 
aud It is estimated that each group 
will y ield 0,580 gallons per minute un­ 
der a fifteen foot head. 
Each pump­ 
ing station 1« connected by suction 
pll>es to a No. 0 vertical centrifugal 
pump driven by a twenty -five horse­ 
power vertical motor. 
The twenty - 
three stations w ill be operated from a 
central ¡tower plant, run by electricity , 
generated by steam power. 
During the irrigation season this 
pumping sy stem will lift 30,000 acre 
feet, or 10,775,000.000 gallons. 
The big ditch which is to carry the 
vast supply of water to the district to 
lie Irrigated Is, along with other de 
tails of the arrangement, under pres­ 
ent process of construction. 
From 
this main channel the hundreds of 
branch lines which will In turn feed 
the Individual ditches are to go forth. 
The government’s work has already 
proved a stimulus to the settlement of 
the district and to private enterprise 
already in Garden City . 
There has 
been a jump in land values since the 
Inauguration of the work , and pros­ 
pects are that the eastern money in­ 
vested in the original mortgages wIIJ 
y et bring ft fair return.

ANIMAL TAILS. 
A JUBILEE JOKE. 
A LEAP TO FAME. 


fh e Functions of These of Cuts, Lions 
and J a g ua rs. 
A eat nev er actually wags its tail. 
Why should It when it can pur? 
But 
nev ertheless it seems to serv e the same 
purpose in permitting a temporary ex­ 
penditure of excess nerv ous energy 
when the animal is under great strain. 
For instance, when carefully stalking 
a bird or a man, as in the case of a 
kitten or a lion, the tip of the tail is 
nev er still for a moment—ev er curling 
and uncurling. We may compare this 
to the nerv ous tapping of the foot or 
fingers in a man. When an angry lion 
is roaring his loudest, his tail will fre- 
: quently lash from side to side, giv ing 
rise among the ancients to the belief 
that he scourged his body with a hook 
or thorn which grew from the end of 
the tail. 
When a jaguar walks along a slen­ 
der bough or a house cat perambulates 
the top of a board fence, we perceiv e 
another important function of the tail, 
that of an aid in balancing. As a tight 
rope performer swa ys his pole, so the 
feline shifts its tail to preserv e the 
center of grav ity. 
The tail of a sheep seems to be of 
little use to its owner, although in the 
breed which is found in Asia Minor 
and on the tablelands of Tartary, this 
organ functions as a storehouse of fat 
and sometimes readies a weight of 
fifty pounds.

; hind, the animal seems all tail, and 
f when this appendage reaches its full 
size It is either fastened between tw*o 
sticks which drag ou the ground or it

T h e Most Noted of the La ter D a y O u t ­ 
laws In A u stra lia . 
Bushrangers 
were 
originally 
run- 
aw’ay conv icts wdio took to the “ bush,** 
as Australians call

backwoods, 
and became holdup men. 
Abfmt the 
year 1830 the bush rangers became so 
numerous that they fought regular en­ 
gagements with posses and soldiers 
sent out to capture them, and this 
form of crime continued sporadically 
until within recent years. 
The most 
famous of later rangers were the Kel­ 
ly brothers. After many daring crimes 
and hairbreadth escapes the 
Kellys 
actually held up the entire v illage of 
J erilderie, N. S. W., which had a pop­ 
ulation of 200. 
Ned Kelly looted the 
bank of $10,000, while his three pals 
held the men of the v illage cooped up 
In their homes. Although there was a 
special bushranglng act in force at the 
time authorizing tlie detention of per­ 
sons supposed to be In communication 
with the outlaws, the Kellys were not 
heard of again for nearly a year, when 
they “ stuck up” the small towu of 
Glenrowan, in 
Victoria. 
Here they 
were brought to bay, and three of the 
desperadoes were shot dead in a house 
they had barricaded, while the lender, 
Ned Kelly, was brought to the ground 
with a bullet through the legs. 
He 
was hanged in 188*). 
All four of the 
men were in the habit of wearing an 
armor made of plowshares and weigh­ 
ing almost a hundred pounds.—New 
York American.

One of Uncle Sam’a « dentists at 
Washington giv es- an Interesting ex 
planatiou of the action of the wind in 
prev enting the spread of sound tow*ard 
the direction from which the wind 
comes. 
It is, he claims, not the wind, as 
such, that prev ents sound from trav ­ 
eling against it, but differences in the 
strength of the wind. 
If, for instance, 
the wind is stronger abov e than be­ 
low* or stronger at one side, its effect 
will be to tilt the sound wav es In one j 
direction or another. 
Differences of temperature In the air f 
also cause deflection of the wav es of 
sound. 
Other atmospheric causes ex­ 
ist which deflect sound from a straight 
course aud prev ent it from going as 
far in certain directions as it may 
hav e been expected to go. 
Some of tite sirens in this country, 
sa ys 
the 
scieutlst, 
produce 
sounds 
which ought theoretically to be audible 
at a distance of 1,500 miles, but. In J 
fact, the authorities are satisfied If 
they are heard only two miles away. 
The reason for the discrepancy be 
tween calculation and experiment wa s, 
probably atmospheric deflection of the 
souud.—M innea po!
